NO CREATION 
OF THE UNION 


It Was Founded Years Ago 6 


Operators, and Is Still 


Practiced By Them 


ORIGIN OF IT UNKNOW> 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 5.—(By th 


Associated Press) — One of the pe 
collar practices of the scTt coal in 
dustry is the "check off" system, 
collecting agency for union dues. T 
a Idrge extent, it is the financial back 
bone of the United Mine Workers o 
America. The operators also use i 
for collecting money due them from 
their workmen. 


In brief, the "pheck off" results ir 


a part *f a miner's wages being with 
held for a specified payment — hi 
dues, in case of the union—and vari 
ous expenditures, matte in his 
by his employer, in case of the ope 
rator. 


The origin of the "check_Jiff" is_un 


known. 
Some operators have de 
dared that any settlement must pro 
vide for its discard, and the union a 
few months ago threatened a nation 
wide strike in its defense. However 
it has been a recognized method o 
collecting union dues for 2§ years, am 
praoticed longer than that time by 
the operators for their own benefit. 


The federal circuit court of appeal 


at Chicago recently ruled that as ia: 
as existing contracts disejose "th 
check-off is the voluntary assignmen 
by the employe of so much of hi: 
wages as may be necessary to mee 
his union dues and his direction to his 
employer to pay the amount to th< 
treasurer of his union; in that respec 
the contract provision is legal, anc 
quite evidently there are many lawfu 
purposes for which dues may b'e 
used." 


Attacks Union's Side of It 


An attack on the "check-off"—the 


union's part of it—is made in an in 
dictment, pending in the court here 
charging operators and miners in the 
Central Competitive field with con 
spiracy to violate the Sherman anti 
trust law. Incidental to the main 
charge that the operators and miners 
combined to control production and 
prices, the indictment referred to the 
"check-off" as indicating a close rela- 
tion between "the two, and declaring 
the purpose as "well known and un- 
derstood," was to provide funds for 
the union's alleged efforts to stop coa! 
production at non-union irfines. Ac- 
tion in the case has been at a stand- 
still for months. 
Opponents of the 


"check-off" also assert that it is re- 
flected in the price of coal. 


In defense of the "check-off," union 


officials interpret it as a "convenient 
method, mutually agreed upon be- 
tween employer and employe, for col- 
lecting 
dues," President 
John 
L. 


Lewis of the Unitpd Mine Workers of 
America, adds that opponents "bet up 
the 'check-off' as a straw man for the 
basis of other propaganda." 


"The 'ehe^k-off' is not the creation 


of the union," gays Mr? Lewis. 
"It 


was .founded years ago by the' opera- 
tors, and is still practiced by them. 
Company rent, supplies, tools and a 
long, long list of charges—some al- 
most unique—are found in the opera- 
tors' 'check-off,' and down at the end 
of the list appears this*monthly item: 
'United Mine Work-ers of America 
dues, 75 cents.

by subsequent agreements hut also 
has been pushed* into other fields until 
now two-thirds of the half million 
union miners settle dues by the "check 
off." 
However, the "check-off" is 


not universal throughout the coal in- 
dustry. It is not used in the partly 
unionized soft coal fitelds, and also is 
missing in the Pennsylvania anthra- 
cite fields.

By Parcel Post 


Washington, April 3.—Shipments or 


fruits and vegetables in gjreat1 quanti- 


ties by retail and wholesale merchants 
to all sections of the United States is 
steadily increasing, according to re- 
ports made to General Superintendent 
W. H. Riddell, of the Railway Mail 
Service. 


As an 
illustration 
of the use to 


which the parcel post is being put by 
merchants, it was asserted by Super- 
intendent Riddel that recently an en- 
tire freight car was loaded With in- 
dividual cases of asparagus and ship- 
ped by parcel post rates. Each parcel 
however, conformed to weight regula- 
tions, and it woulJ not have been pos- 


sible to ship the- car load as a bulk, 
it was explained. 


Department officials said that there 


appeared to be no reason why suffi- 
cient numbers of crates to make up a 
half car or a car load, cannot be ship- 
ped in the future as parcel post. Par- 
cels of a perishable nature, however, 
which are likely to spoil within the 
time reasonably required for trans- 
portation and delivery, will not, it was 
said, be accepted for mailing. 
The 


rates for parcel post matter depend 
upon the zone to which shipped and 
the weight of the package.

BUILBING OF PUBLIC ROADS 


F«dwal Government and States Hav« 


Completed 7,469 Miles in Part 


Five Years. 


(Prepared by the United State* Depart, 


ment of Agriculture.) 


On Jane 30, 1921, the close of the 


fifUi fiscal yea*, since the passage of 
the federal aid road act, which is ad- 
ministered by the bureau of public 
roads, United States Department of 
Agrlcmtwe, the states and federal 
government 
had 
completed 
7,469 


mllea of road, and 17,977 miles were 
under construction. 
Including the 


work completed on projects still under 
construction, the states have completed 
work which entitles them, to draw tin 
the federal treasury for $113,915,515. 
There Is also a balance allotted but 
not set earned on projects now under 
construction amounting to $66,375,636. 
Of the two appropriations which have 
been made for federal aid there is now 
only $18,793,544 remaining unobli- 
gated. Twelve of the states have ob- 
ligated their entire allotment and sev- 
eral others have only a small amount 
to their credit. 


During the last fiscal year the total 


of completed projects Jumped from 
1,077 
to 7,469 miles, and the projects 


under construction Increased from 14,- 
910 to 
17,977 miles. The 
money, 


earned by completion of work has 
grown from $40,097,881 a year ago to 
$118,910,515 at the end of this fiscal 
year. The amount earned during the 
year was $78,817,634, or nearly twice 
aa much as the amount earned during 
the four years preceding. 


Tlie new projects submitted during 


the year bring the total amount of 
federal aid obligated up to $247,956,- 
'5C, as compared with $109.830,366.
